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ULAVIS TAKES 
UPENING SHUT 
AT BALLINGER 


Investigation of the Interior 
Department Scandal Is 
Begun by Congress 


CONDUCT OF BALLINGER 
IS ATTACKED BY GLAVIS 


Witness Was on Stand Several 
Hours, but Did Not Complete 
His Story---Improper Conduct 
Is Charged to the Secretary 
of the Interior --- Sensational 
Developments Expected. 


Washington, January 26.—The Bal- 
linger-Pinchot congressional commit- 
tee of inquiry began its public sessions 
today with Louis A. Glavis, the chief 
accuser of Secretary Ballinger, on the 
witness stand. Due to many interrup- 
tions and the final decision of the 
committee to insist that Glavis’ coun- 
sel should make an opening statement 
of what specific charges were made 
against Mr. Ballinger, the witness did 
not get very far along in his narrative. 
There was opportunity, however, to 
draw some conclusions as to the pre- 
liminary line-up of the committee. 

The Case Against Ballinger. 

The special counsel for Glavis, Louis 
PD. Brandeis, of Boston, summed up the 
“case for the prosecution” in this way: 

That prior to entering the govern- 
ment service in any capacity, R. A. 
Rallinger acted as attorney in drawing 
up an agreement in escrow and deeds 
in the Wilson Coal Company cases in 
Lewis county, Washington, these cases 
being an alleged fraud upon the land 
laws. Mr. Ballinger’s name did not ap- 
pear in the court records of the case. 

That Mr. Ballinger, as commissioner 
of the land office, in 1907, did not show 


due diligence in investigating the al-| 


leged frauds connected with the Cun- 
ningham coal lands claims in Alaska, 
that he had knowledge of ali the clir- 
cumstances surrounding these claims, 
an& in-epite of this, .entered.the em- 
ploy of one of the claimants after 
leaving the land office and before be- 
coming secretary of the interior; that 
he ordéred these claims to be “clear- 
listed” for patent without due investi- 
gation, and that they would have gone 
to patent if Glavis and others had not 
intervened. 

“It is not any one act, 
of acts and circumstances,” declared 
Mr. Brandeis, adding that it was for 
the committee to determine whether or 
not the lands which should be held for 
the benefit of the people and posterity, 
“are in safe hands.’ 

Senators Nelson, Root and Suther- 
land and Representatives Olmstead 
and Madison were the more active of 
the committeemen in plying the wit- 
ness and his attorney with questions. 

Burden of Proof on Ballinger. 

The democratic members of the com- 
mittee were not much in evidence to- 
day. Representative Graham, one of 
the democratic members, took issue 
with Senator Nelson during the final 
minutes of the hearing. and declared 
in a certain instance the burden of 
proof was upon the secretary of the in- 
perior rather than upon the accusing 
witness. 

The inquiry will be resumed Friday 
morning, and hereafter there will be 
morning and afternoon sittings every 
Friday and Saturday. 

Questioned by his own counsel, 
Gliavis charged that when the escrow 
agreement in the Wilson case was 
drawn up by Ballinger, it was an un- 
lawful proceeding, as the entrymen 
had no right at the time to enter 
into it. 

slavis said the information came to 
him second-hand, that a _ stipulation 
had been entered into by the govern- 
ment counsel in the Wilson cases and 
the attorneys for the claimants where- 
by the name of Mr. Ballinger was not 
to appear. The witness said the rec- 
ords would bear him out. Glavis claim- 
ed that Ballinger’s participation 
amounted to a conspiracy in a fraudu- 
lent claim against the government. He 
described in detail the location and ex- 
tent of the Cunningham claims in 
Alaska. 

Specific Charges Against Ballinger. 

Mr. Brandeis, Glavis’ counsel, was 
asked to outline the specific charges 
against Secretary Ballinger. 

“It appears, first,” said Mr. Bran- 
deis, ‘‘that Mr. Ballinger. while com- 
missioner of the land office, took an 
active part in the controversy and in- 
vestigation which arose as to the vali- 
dity of the Alaska coal lands, and by 
ordering some of the claims to patent, 
acquired knowledge of importance. He 
personally acted and took part in the 
action of the department relating to 
the investigations of these claims, 
which we assert were fraudulent. 

“This having been the case, when he 
ceased to be commissioner, he took 
the position as counsel for some of 
these claimants.”’ 

Senator Sutherland, of Utah, 
rupted: 

“You do not claim that Ballinger 
acted corruptly as commissioner, 
but that he made improper use of the 
information which he had obtained?’ 

“That is not all,’ replied the at- 
torney, “‘the fact that he acted at all 
with reference to the continuance of 
the contest, was not consistent with 
the highest conduct as an officer of 
the government.” 

“Then you claim he acted corrupt- 
ly or. improperly?” asked Senator 
Sutherland. 

Improper Conduct Charged. 

“Yes—improperly; that he acted 
without due regard to the interest of 
the government, while commissioner; 
also that he acted improperly after- 
ward in taking employment from the

TO PROBE DEATH 
OF MISS WALKER 


Mystery Surrounds End 
of This Young Lady. 


Her Friends Advance the The- 
ory of Poisoning --- Physician 
Diagnoses the Case as Con- 
gestion of the Brain---Inquest 


to Be Held This Morning. 


Did Miss May Walker, 30 years of 
age, of 88 South Pryor street, commit 
suicide, did she meet with foul play 
of some kind or did she die a natural 
death? 

These are the questions that must 
be faced at the inquest over her body, 
which will be held this morning at 9:30 
o'clock at the undertaking establish- 
ment of Harry G. Poole. 

Congestion of the brain from natural 
causes is the solution advanced by Dr. 
R. B. Durrett, the attending physician, 
while the lady boarders with whom 
Miss Walker associated advance the 
theory of poisoning, but do not state 
whether it was taken by her own hand 
or given by another. 

Miss Walker returned from a pleas- 
ure trip down town late Tuesday night 
and shortly after her arrival home was 
taken suddenly ill, Dr. Durrett being 
summoned. He found Miss Walker in 
a hysterical condition, eomplaining of 
a horrible headache, with no tempera- 
ture. .He diagnosed the case ag con- 
gestion of the brain. He called again 
Wednesday morning and found her in 
the same condition. He tried to give 
her medicine, which she spit out, and 
then applying a hypodermic quieted 
her. She passed away at 6 o'clogk at 
night. 

Miss Walker boarded with Mrs. Car- 
rie Hatfield, who runs a. boarding 
house at 88 South Prvor street, and 
the women boarders, friends of Miss 
Walker, were very much exercised 
over her death. They seemed to think 
that she died from poisoning, but not 
caring to state whether it was self- 
inflicted or by another's hand. 

When asked regarding the poisoning 
theory, Dr. Durrett stated that if she 
had any poison in her system it en- 
tered after he attended her Wednesday 
morning. 

The body was removed to Poole’s un- 
dertaking parlors, where it will be 
held pending the inquest and funeral 
arrangements. Miss Walker is sur- 
vived by one sister, who resides in 
South Carolina.

Delegate Ashley, from the Machin- 
ists’ Union, proved the start talker of 
the evening, and his advocacy of the 
resolution was strong, pointed and di- 
rect.

IN UNITED STATES TODAY 
THAN ANYWHERE IN WORLD 


—Secretary Wilson 


Philadelphia, January 26.—‘“It tosts 
more toe get the common necessities 
of life in the United States today than 


in anp other country in the worild.”’ 


— 


The above startling statement was 
made tonight by James Wilson, secre- 
tary of agriculture, in an address de- 
livered before the Manufacturers’ 
Club, of this city. Secretary Wilson 
discussed “The Present Food Crisis” 
in’a way that was original and force- 
ful. 

‘Some people,” he said, “tell us that 
if we repeal the present tariff law to 
let in food products free of duty the 
present difficulty will cease. { do 
not believe it. Eggs are 35 cents a 
dozen in Canddian cities and’60 cents 
a dozen in some American cities. The 
duty is 3 cents a dozen. What dif- 
ference would it make whether you 
took off that 3 cents or not?” 


The secretary further stated that 
he believed the American people are 
suffering at present not so much from 
the high cost of living as from the 
cost of high living, his statement be- 
ing: 

“It has been said that the American 
is the best fed, best clothed, best edu- 
cated and best housed man upon 


earth. We shall have to add now that 
he is the most expensively fed.” 


Secretary Wilson pointed out that: 


the fundamental difficulty was that 
fhe people are leaving the farms to 
such an extent that there are not 
enough remaining to produce the food 
of the increasing population. The 
boys and girls of the farm, he assert- 
ed, are being lured away to the cities, 


to the factories and to the mines, and 


to too great an extent the agricul- 
tural resources of the country are be- 
ing neglected. 

He said he was convinced that the 
combinations of retailers, wholesalers 
and the like were responsible in great 
measure for the keeping up of prices 
and thet ttat same influence would 
be sufficient to control the prices of 
products brought from other coun- 
tries, even though the tariff were re- 
moved. 

Secretary Wilson, after declaring 
that the record made by the manufac- 
turers of the United States is a good 
one, said: 

“The education of the farmer, how- 
ever, has been overlooked. The 
young farmer has been educated from 
the farm and from the production of 
food for the people.” 

In discussing further the lure from 
the farm to the cities, 
continued: 

“It is up to you, gentlemen of the 
Manufacturers’ ‘Club, to look into the 
things. Go down to the foundatidn 
and inquire. If you find my state- 
ment to be correct, that the people 
areieaving the farms to such an ex- 
tent that there are not enough left 
to produce the food of our growing 
population, take steps to have th 
young farmer taugnt regaruing hi 
life work. 

“You should be giving inatructions 
to 10,000 voung men and women along 
these lines. In the winter time they 
might be getting theoretical knowl- 
edge and be introduced to applied 
science. Ir. the summer time they 
should go into the fields. Get a farm 
big enough to educate the people who 
are to grow your foodinthe future, if 
you are to have food in the future 
that can be sold to the people at rea- 
sonable prices. If it is necessary to 
get a 6,000-acre farm, get it.”

Property Loss Already $200,000,000. 

What new disaster will come to the 
water-lozzed city before the Seine be- 
gins to fall no one can predict Al- 
ready the damage is officially esti- 
mated at $200,000,000, and every hour 
adds millions more. The catastrophe 
promises to exceed the imi ts of a na- 
tional disaster- and become 
tional. 

The death roll also is growing at a 
frightful rate, and when the epidemic, 
which now appears inevitable, breaks 
out, it will run into thousands. Al- 
ready scarlet fever has appeared 
among the refugees at Ivry. 

Among the _ superstitious there is 
talk of the destruction of Paris as a 
result of the appearance of Halley's 
comet. The authorities are bending 
their energies to the rescue of the 
imprisoned and the succor of the 
homeless. 

The public subscriptions opened by 
the newspapers have reached nearly 
$100,000, while the Red Cross and oth.- 
er relief societies have gone nobly to 
work. 

Torrents in Streets. 

The extent of the floods in Paris may 
be judged by the fact that about half 
the length of the quays within the 
city are under water, which is pouring 
into the streets, and thousands of la- 
borers, and soldiers are working like 
madmen to build cement walls to hold 
back the current. 

The foreign office and the Hotel 
Palais d'Orsay have been abandoned as 
the cellars are full of water. The Con- 
tinental Hotel and many residences in 
the aristocratic quarter are rapidly be- 
ing evacuated. There is ten feet of 
water in the subway station in front 
of the Gare St. Lazare, and the sink- 
ing of the square threatens to carry 
down the adjacent buildings. 

As the result of a conference, par- 
lisment will be asked to authorize an 
extension of time for commercial pa- 
per because of the general disorgan- 
ization of. business. 

Besides the failure of 
electric lighting plants, Paris is con- 
fronted with an oj! famine. Scores of 
oli barges from Rouen are tied up in 
the Seine and the great depots of dis- 
tribution in the outskirts of Parig are 
flooded. ‘The oil refineries at Rouen 
are endangered. The situation in the 
provinces is no better than in the city,

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New York, January 26.—Preliminary 
steps were taken today to effect the 
long-looked for merger of the princi- 
pal copper producers: of the country 
into one gigantic corporation. In Wall 
Street another billion dollar company 
was frequently mentioned, but the 
more conservative believed final cap- 
itelization would be closer to $500,- 
600,000. 

Teo Increase Stock. 
Anaconda Copper Mining Com- 
officially announced ate this 
afternoon, that, at a meeting of the 
board of directors yesterday it had 
been decided to call a special meeting 
of the stockholders in Anaconda, 
Mont., on March 23, to pass on a pro- 
posal to increase the capital stock 
from $39,000,000 to $150,000,000, “for 
the purpose of acquiring the property 
of other companies located in the 
Butte district.” The Amalgamated 
Copper Company owns 55 per cent of 
the Anaconda stock. 

Following the merger of the Butte 
properties, which include the Amalga- 
mated Copper Company and its vari- 
ous holdings, namely. the Anaconda 
Copper Company, Boston & Montana, 
Butte & Boston, Washoe, Trenton and 
other subsidiaries, and the North Butte 
and’ Butte Coalition, it is expected that 
the new Anaconda with its increased 
capital of $150,000,000 will merge with 
the Guggenheim, Haggin and other 
copper interests, thus effecting a cor- 
peration which will not only control 
the copper output of the United States, 
but will influence the copper market 
of the world. 

Statement About Merger. 

Concerning the plan to. merge the 
various copper properties in the Butte 
district, the Amalgamated Copper Com- 
pany, in a statement issued this aft- 
ernoon, says: 

“The reasons for proposed increase 
in stock involve considerations of dif- 
f‘cult and complicated legal questions 
as well as those relating to the eco- 
nomical and efficient management of 
business operations of the different 
companies. 

“Some of the operating features 
whtch have been considered in favoring 
the proposed transaction are economics 
which will result from working all 
the mines in accordance with a general 
e:etem ef deve'opment thas relieving 
owners from necessity of maintaining

and the city engineer was requested 
to make such preliminary plans as had 
been suggested by members of the 
committee. 

The way In which the committee has 
taken hold of the matter indicates 
will be pushed and 


will be made to council with all the 
necessary data, including plans and es- 
timates of cost. 

When the committee met in the 
mayor's office the members first in- 
spected a profile submitted by City 
Engineer Clayton, showing the rail- 
road tracks over which the proposed 
viaduct must go. 

The city: engineer stated that the 
viaduct could either be constructed 
partly above ground and partly un- 
der ground, or it could be entirely 
overhead. 

Before makigg a personal inspection 
of the route. the committee was in- 
clined to the entire overhead struc- 
ture. ‘ ) 

Four Approaches Inspected. 

Arriving at the foet of Alabama 
street, the committee took a look at 
four proposed approaches to the via- 
duct. 

One was from the Forsyth _ street 


bridge from where the viaduct would 
take a straight shoot to Rhodes street, 
which is just beyond the gas tank and 
the crematory on the western side. 

The second plan was to zo straight 
west from the foot of Alabama street. 
This was the old plan. The route 
would necessitate closing up Madison 
avenue or reaching it by a throat as 
the railroad yards are reached from 
the Forsyth street bridge. It would 
also be necessary to remove the of- 
ces above the freight depot of the Cen- 
tral railroad. 

A third plan, suggested by the city 
engineer, was to make an approach by 
a new street going south from Ala- 
bama, just before reaching Madison 
avenue, and from that point make a 
Spa. that would go over the Central 
railroad freight depot. 

The fourth plan was to leave Ala- 
bama street by going to the north just 
opposite fire department headquarters, 
and then after passing between the 
freight depot and the building to the 
right, make a turn to the left and then 
take the route proposed in the sea- 
ond and third plans. 

By all of these plans 
right-of-way, bought from the state 
several years ago, could be used. as 
also could the property owned by the 
city near the erematory.

The West Side Outlets. 

Upon reaching the west side two 
terminals were inspected, one that 
ended &t Rhodes ‘street ‘under the cul- 
vert and near the gas tank, and the 
other that ended on a high elevation 
where Haynes street crosses Rhodes 
street.

New York, January 26.—The indict- 
ment against the Press Publishing 
Company, publishers of The New York 
‘World, charging Joseph Pulitzer and 
others with criminal libel against 
Theodore Roosevelt, Prdsident Taft and 


others, was quashed today in the 
United. States district court. Judge 
Hough ruled. that the statute upon 
which: the indictment rested was not 
sufficient in authority, or, in other 
words, that the court had no jurisdic- 
tion, 

The decision af Judge Hough is of 
international interast, the now famous 
libel case having at its inception in- 
volved former President Roosevelt and 
his brother-in-law. Douglas Robinson, 
and President ‘Taft and his brother, 
Charles P. Taft. The publishing by 
The New York World ahd The Indian- 
apolis News, just before the close of 
‘the last campaign, of an article in 
which it was asserted that relatives 
of former President.Roosevelt and 
President Taft were members. of a 
syndicate to purchase the stock of the 
French Panama company from the 
French stockholders when it was cer- 
tain the United States would buy the 
stock, created a sensation. The Amer- 
ica syndicate was said to have made 
millions. 

Roosevelt Ordered the Suit. 

President -Roosevelt sent a special 
message to congress on the matter, and 
made public cerrespondence in which 
he characterized the publication of the 
Panama story as false, and asserted 
that Delavan Smith, one of the owners 
of The Indianapolis News, was a “con- 
spicuous offender against the laws, 
honesty and truthfulness.” 

Joseph Pulitzer, owner of The New 
York World, came in for a_ severe 
scoring by President Roosevelt. The 
federal proceedings in Indianapolis 
against Delavan Smith and Charles R. 
Williams, proprietors of The Indian- 
apolis News, were thrown out of court, 
Judge Anderson declaring the publish- 
ers should not be “dragged from their 
homes” to Washington to be tried. 

The decision of Judge Hough today 
is generally regarded as a closing 
chapter in the Panama libel case. 
Judge Hough, in his decision, held 
that libel was punishable by state 
laws, and was not one of the crimes 
referred to in the federal statutes 
passed from 1825 to 1898, making state 
penal codes applicable to offenses on 
federal territory. n 

The Goverament’s Contention. 

It was contended by the government 
that, because of the circulation of the 
alleged libelous publications on the 
West Point government reservation 
and other federal territory, punish- 
ment for the libel could, under the 
statute quoted, be administered ac- 
cording to the state code by the fed- 
eral courts. 

“I am clear,’ said Judge Hough, 
“that the construction of the act of 
1908 proposed by the prosecution in 
this case is contrary to the spirit which 
actuated the members of congress in 
passing this law. As this very inter- 
esting question can be decided prompt- 
ly by presentation to the supreme 
court of the United States, I believe 
that before the time of the court and 
the jury is occupied with going into 
the matter, the question of law hang- 
ing over the whole matter should be 
cleared up.

Washington, January 26.—The Mann 
“white slave” bill was passed by the 
house today by a viva voce vote. Ac- 
tion. on the measure followed a dis- 
cussion of its provisions, during which 
Representatives Bartlett,’ of Georgia, 
and Kiefer, of Ohio, opposed the sec- 
tions which require keepers of houses 
of ill fame to report to the commis- 
sioner general of immigration the 
names Of any girls within such houses 
who had arrived in the United Stktes 
within three years.

REQUISITION FOR BRITTON 


Governor Brown yesterday refused 
to grant a requisition upon the gov- 
ernor of Alabama for Frank Judson 
Britton, held {n Birmingham upon the 
charge of having killed his mother, 


Mrs, Lovie Britton Burge, for whose 
murder her husband, George Burge, 
is now under sentence of death. 

The requisiton was applied for by 
Attorneys Thompson & Hayward 
through the office of Solicitor Charles 
D. Hill, and it appears the applica- 
tion to the governor was signed by 
one of Mr. Hill’s clerks, in accordance 
with usual custom. 

Mr. Hill appeared before the gover- 
nor Wednesday afternoon and asked 
permission to withdraw the request 
for requisition, as he said he was con- 
vinced it had no merit, and that it 
was the result simply of an effort 
to delay the execution of the court’s 
sentence upon Burge. He said he 
would not have signed the applica- 
tion for requisition if the matter had 
come before him. 

Mr. Hill went further and declared 
that so strongly was he convinced 
that young Britton had nothing to do 
with his mother’s death, that he would 
refuse to prosecute the case if the 
boy should be brought here for tréal. 

“If he is tried,” Mr. Hill said, “they 
will have to get some other solicitor 
general to prosecute the case, for I 
am convinced of his innocence.” 

At the hearing Attorneys Hayward 
and Thompson presented an affidavit 
from a man named Crowley, in which 
he stated that he had heard his son 
say that Britton told him he had 
killed his mother. by accident. This 
was the only evidence they had. 

Attorney General John C. Hart sat 
with the governor during: the hearing. 
at the conclusion of which Governor 
Brown granted the request of Mr. 
Hill, and the application for requis!i- 
tion was withdrawn.

ERROR OF $60,000,000 
IN POSTAL DEFICIT 


Magazine Publishers Say There 
Is No Deficit in Postal 
Department. 


Washington, January 26.—An error 
of $60,000,000 is charged by the As- 
scciation of American Magazine Pub- 
lishers against the postoffice depart- 
ment in the latter's figures on the 
deficit in carrying second-class mail 
matter. This and other mistakes are 
alleged to be in the department's fig- 
ures upon which basis it is proposed 
to raise the rate for carrying maga- 
zines and periodicals through the 
mails. 

About twenty-five leading magazine 
publishers appeared today as repre- 
sentatives of the Periodical Publish- 
ers’ Association before the house com- 
mittee on postoffices and post roads. 

Several of the publishers gave ver- 
ba: testimony, but the answer which 
attracted principal] attention was a 
pumphiet which was circulated, enti- 
tled “The Answer of the Magazines.” 

According to this statement there 
is not a deficit in the postal depart- 
ment of $17,000,000 as the department 
alleges, but actually a surplus of over 
$10,000,000, when the specific loss on 
rural free delivery is taken into con- 
sideration. 

“Second,” says the pamphiet, ‘the 
department's figures of $64,000,000 loss 
on second-class matter 18 -wrong by 
over $60,000,000.”

HORTICULTURISTS 
MEET AT SPARTA 


Number Interesting Pa- 
pers Read at Session 
of State Society. 


Sparta, Ga., January 26.—(Special.)— 
The State Horticultural Society met 
here this morning, President P. J. 
Berckmans in the chair. 

The addres of welcome was de- 
livered by Thomas F. Fleming, and 
responded to by Colonel John P. Fort. 
The president's annual address dealt 
with the growth of horticulture in va- 
rious departments. Professor Alfred 
Akerman read a paper on ornamental 
trees, which was followed by a very 
general discussion. Professor T. H. 
McHatton gave a horticultural account 
of his visit to the Pacific slope. He 
advised the young mento stay in the 
south. B. W. Hunt, of Eatonton, 
read a paper on the Smyrna fig. Dr. 
Berckmans read a paper on plants and 
fruits. 

Colonel Wade's Address. 


Colonel I. C. Wade, of Cornelia, ad- 
dressed the convention on “The Com- 
mercial Apple in Northeast Georgia,” 
and said in part: 

“A commercial apple is, as I under- 
stand it, first, a goo@ seller; second, a 
good keeper; third, fair to good qual- 
ity. 
First then, a good seller s one that 
will not only compete with all north- 
ern apples, but beat it in our southern 
markets, like the Ben Davis, Yates, 
Willow Twig, Winesaps, Arkansas 
Black, etc. It must also be able to 
hold its own as a keeper like the Win- 
ter Queen, that with proper care and 
handling will keep until apples come 
again in June 

“It is surprising what a different 
kind of apple the Ben Davis is proven 
in northeast Georgia, and the same 
apple grown in New York or Michi- 
gan. There its quality is more like 
a pumpkin—-here its quality, whilst 
only fair, by ‘its splendid appearance 
on the Dago’'s stand, bright, rich, red 
color, good size, makes it greatly 
sought after by the fruit peddler of 
the southern cities. Not equal in qual- 
ity to the others named above, it is 
still as good or even a better seller. 

“We have many new apples seeking 
recognition from our section. Some 
of the finest summer and fall apples 
l ever saw—many new varieties. This 
fact, by the way, shows emphatically 
the true home of the apple. There 
are probably fifty new varities, hybrids, 
etc., indigenous to our section I sent 
thirty-three new varities to Washing- 
ton to the pomological department— 
very few had they ever heard of.” 

We also have several new summer 
varieties we esteem very highly. I 
am trying to test them out. The sum- 
mer apple exactly in contra dictinction 
to the winter apple as it is shipped 
North. A good market for all June 
and July apples is found North when 
the market is bare of all its large 
fruits, hence the great value of the 
Summer apple, for like the Elberta 
peach, it has no competition at the 
time of its coming to maturity. 

lt am being cgnstantly importuned 
by Northern commission merchants to 
ship them early summer apples. We 
have the Red June, Yellow Transpar- 
ent the Red Astrachan, which is a fall 
apple in the North, 
summer apple with us. We need more 
varieties for this season. 

As to the fall apple. this season is 
really somewhat overloaded, as sO 
many of our so-called winter apples 
are really good eating and cooking 
apples in October and November, like 
the Ben Davis, Yates, Shockley, Wine- 
sap, Hestop, Kennard's Choice, etc. 

And we have another new seedling 
called Mollie's Fancy, being develop- 
ed in our section by Mr. Seton White, 
Col. John Fort and others. I refer 
to that beautiful apple that Col. Fort 
own the prizes over Southern states 
at the National Apple Shows at Spo- 
kane in 1908 and in 1909 and which, 
T belteve, he has named “Fort'’s Prize.” 
I doubt if a more beautiful apple 
grows. 


I set a number last year and 
shalil,do the same this year, and whilst 
it hds by no means reached the com- 
mercial stage. yet I believe it to be

The Market. 


Tt so happens that the love of the 
apple so strongly entrenched in the 
appetites of Northern people is now be- 
ing pushed throughout the Gulf states 
for their visiting them in winter, and 
the fact of many summer visitors com- 
ing into our section to spend the sum- 
mer, where they have seen, tnspected 
and eaten summer apples and ordered 
the fall and winter apples forwarded 
them, has made a market that today 
we cannot begin to suppl¢. 

For example, fall apples sold all over 
the northern states in the orchards 
this fall at 25 cents per bushel, whilst 
our’ lowest price was $1 and is now, 
for winter apples, $2 per bushel. 

Lastly, extent and scope of our possi- 
bilities. for we lie between citrus 
fruits 200 miles sewth of us and the 
northern apple belt 500 miles north of 
us with soil and water conditions per- 
fect. why we have 60 to 70 inches of 
water annually, with several million 
acres of northeast Georgia soil lying 
waiting in the foothills ‘of the Blue 
Ridge. The possibilities are almost 
limited only to man's endeavor. 

It is mostly rough, hilly land, but 
the hills we cultivate at water level 
and Mr. Mule does not seem to care 
for the side hills even if they occa- 
sionally slip and roll over. It is sur- 
prising to the native farmer that I 
raised 40 bhushels of corn to the acre 
on hilis 1,800. feet above sea level. 

My neighbors, Mr. H. lL. Spright and 
Dr. Hesket, have fine orchards and 
spray two to five times. Their or- 
crards, however, are much older and 
smaller. I think it will take about 
three times to make almost perfect ap- 
ples. 

I had never yet used fertilizer of any 
kind until now trees planted in 1909, 
but will haul all my stable manure and 
spread it about the trees a foot away 
from the trunk and four feet out each 
way. When this gives out I will put 
in a good, strong fertilizer, spread 
about the trees.

Big farmers in Columbia who rent 
to negro tenants have not secured a 
rent note so far. 

The coroner of Columbia county held 
an inquest today over the body of the 
slain negro, finding that he came _ to 
his death at the hands of parties un- 
known.

DECLARES CITY’S.INTEREST™ Sa 
LIES WITH THE INJUNCTION 


“~ 


Editor Constitution: On your ed- 
itorial page of yesterday appears the 
article, “City Fighting an Injunction,” 
which directly affects the public and 
my private interests. It is so entirely 
misleading and erroneous in its state- 
ment of facts as to demand a brief 
correction. 

The case was not on trial, and the 
testimony of Mr. Hurt was merely be- 
ing taken before a stenographer, in a 
private office, at which no one was 
present but three attorneys. 

It is a mistake that the city is in- 
terested and is fighting an injunction. 
Mr. Hurt is fighting the injunction. 
The city is nominally a party, and its 
real interests lie in sustaining the in- 
junction, and not fm fighting it. 

At the suggestion of the mayor, a 
council committee endeavored to ob- 
tain from Mr. Hurt a small part of the 
southwest corner of Ivy street and 
Edgewood avenue, to straighten the 
approach to the Armory. The city did 
not want to condemn the Austell or 
the Healey properties, nor did it desire 
to make any change in Exchange 
Place, or the junction of Pryor street 
and Edgewood avenue. There was no 
public necessity for these condemna- 
tions, nobody but Mr. Hurt desired 
them, and it had never entered the 
mind of any member of the present 
council to take any action with 
reference to either of these places. 

When the committee called on Mr. 
Hurt, he proposed to practically give 
the city what it wanted of his property 
at the southwest corner of Edgewood 
avenue and Ivy street, provided the 
city would condemn for him and his 
wife part of the Healey property on 
Exchange Place and the Austell prop- 
erty at Pryor. street and Edgewood 
avenue. He got up a map showing 
what he wanted, went before the 
finance and street committees with the 
in writing that if the city 
would condemn the Austell property 
and part of Mr. Healey’s property, and 
deed to him (Mr. Hurt) a part of the 
north side of the street, he would give 
to the city a small strip of ground be- 
longing to himself and his wife, and 
would, at some time in the dim, un- 
certain future, put something in the 


shape of a permanent improvement on 
his property on the north side of Ex- 
change Place, and tet the city have, 
the little corner free of charge that it 
wanted as an approach to the Armory. 
Mr. Hurt’s property, forming a tri- 
angle bounded by Edgewood avenue, 
Ivy street and Exchange Place, is but 
24 feet wide at the western end. His 
proposition to the city was to give him 
a strip of ground, now constituting the 
present street, which would be about 
six feet wide at the western end, 
tapering to a point at Ivy street. This 
would increase the depth of Mr. Hurt'’s 
property from 24 feet to about 30 feet 
at the west end. He also demanded 
the right to excavate under the street 
wherever he desired it, and further 
bound the city to increase the width of 
the sidewalks on Gilmer street. 
Exchange ’ Place practically begins 
nowhere, ends nowhere, and is used by 
nobody. It has on it a blacksmith 
shep. @& veterinary surgeon, and a 
couple of livery stables. It is paved, 
curbed, sidewalked and sewered,and of

The city has no more need for altering 
Exchange Place as it now stands than 
it has for an ostrich farm, and the sole 
result of this proposition submitted to 
the city council is to take private prop-- 
erty for the benefit of a private indi- 
vidual. 

Edgewood avenue at its junction with 
Pryor street is equal in width te many 
of the main thoroughfares. It is never 
congested by traffic, no policeman has 
ever been placed there to handle ve- 
hicles Or pedestrians, and no one has 
ever been injured at this place. There 
is nO more necessity to condemn this 
property for public purposes than there 
is to open a street through the middie 
of the Century building. 

The properties in question sought to 
be condemned for his benefit are of 
large value, and it would cost the city 
from $40,000 to $60,000 if it succeeded. 
The city is, and has been for years, in 
the most urgent need of money. The 
clamor for an enlarged sewer system, 
new school houses, extension of water 
mains and other public improvements 
has grown so great that an organized 
effort is being made to have the tax- 
payers authorize a bo issue Of three 
million dollars. And yet, while there 
are excluded school children, thousands 
of homes without sewers, and other 
thousands of homes without water, and 
with more demands upon its income 
than there its income to satisfy, the 
city is proposing, under the hypnotic 
influence of Mr. Hurt, to chuck from 
$40.000 to $60,000 into these condemna- 
tions, when the only result will be to 
enhance the private interests of Mr. 
Hurt. 

A number of members of the city 
council have been examined, including 
Mr. Hurt, and every one of these gen- 
tlemen (including Mr. Hurt), have 
solemnly sworn, under oath, that there 
is no nécessity upon the part of the 
city to condemn  elther the <Auste!! 
property or the Healey property, or to 
change Exchange Place in any way 
If the citv has got from $40,000 to $69.- 
000 to squander in this fashion, why 
not give it to the meat trust which 
needs it? 

The article savs: “Of course this in- 
junction must first be dissolved.” As 
there is a provision in both our state 
and federal-eenstitutions that private 
be condemned for the 
benefit of a private individual, I re- 
spectfully offer the prophecy that many 
moons will rise and set, and many 
tides will flood and ebb before the in- 
I confidently ex- 


tions to be submitted to a jury of this 
country. and, with greater confidence, 
expect them to set their seal of dis- 
approval upon any such waste of the 
city's money. 

Not only as a party to the litigation 
do I expect to protect my private in- 
terests, but as a citizen, I mean to 
protect other taxpayers from the folly 
which is involved in this deal between 
the city and Mr. Hurt, by which the 
latter is to be benefited at the ex+ 
pense of the city and the owners of 
the property. 

I respectfully request that you give 
this communication the same promi- 
nence as that afforded the article in 
behalf of Mr. Hurt.

No bank or banker should have the 
right to loan money at such rate, of 
interest as to get the biggest end of 
the profit on our cotton crop. Yet this 
is true. 

A little regulation along this line 
will prove wholesome to the country

Washington, January 26.—(Special.) 
F. J. Paxon, president of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, during his 


‘ short stop-over in the national capital 


did not forget to do a little plugging 
with Supervising Architect Taylor 
anent the furnishing of the new post- 
office building in the Gate City of the 
South. 

President Paxon had been induced 
to believe that Atlanta’s manufac- 
turers and agents would get mighty 
slight chance at furnishing the new 
postoffice building, now nearing com- 
pletion, and while here reached Arch- 
itect Taylor through Congressman Liv- 
ingston, ofthe fifth district. President 
Paxon was pleased to learn that Arch- 
itect Taylor had told Congressman Liv- 
ingston, in answer to a direct question, 
that furniture bought for the new 
postoffice building from the manufac- 
turers will be delivered and set up by 
the Atlanta agents as far as possibile. 

Architect Taylor, while saying that 
it will require at least $50,000 to -fur- 
nish the building, asserts emphatica!- 
ly that not a single dollar has yet been 
expended in that direction. The arch- 
itect added that the national govern- 
ment has standing contracts with cer- 
tain manufacturers of office furniture 
and fixtures, and that these contracis 
will be observed in equipping the At- 
lanta postoffice.

OTHERS BARELY STEADY 


Cotton Market d iet,

Bullish Statistics. 


New York, January 26.-—The cotton 
markét continued quiet today, but aft- 
er early irregularity developed a firm- 
er: tcne on the increasing bullishness 
of statistics, with the active months 
selling at the highest prices of the 
day in the late trading. The. close 
was firm on the near positions, which 
were 4 to 20 points net higher, but 
barely steady on the late months which 
showed a net less of 1@7 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 4@8 points, in response to 
higher cables than expécted, but = al- 
most immediately turned easier under 
Wall street selling, professional bear 
pressure and seattering hNquidation. 
This selling probably reflected a con- 
tinued unsettled sentiment, due to the 
agitation against high priced commo- 
dities and prominent industrial under- 
takings, while continued pressure from 
reom bears was encouraged by the 
absence of bull support and an idea 
that after the close of Liverpool, and 
» withdrawal of arbitrage buying or- 
ders, the market would be deprived of 
much of tts earlier support. But after 
selling off to a net loss of about 8@196 
points with March touching 14.08, and 
May 14.21, the market rallied, on con- 
tinued trade buying and covering by 
early sellers who may have been in- 
fiuenced, to some extent, by the bull- 
ish construction put upon the census 
figures of supply and distribution for 
the first four menths of the season. 
Farlv sellers appeared to be covering 
in the later trading, and March con- 
tracts advanced to 14.41 or a gain of 33 
points from the lowest. The close was 
within 3 or 4 points of the top on the 
active months. The movement of cot- 
ton from the south ig very light, and 
‘ecal statisticians are predicting a big 
decrease in the visible supply of 
American cotton for the current week.
